STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP 
THE  AREA. 


Brynmawr  has  always  boon  the  dormitory  town  for  tho 
adjoining  mining  areas  and  tho  deprossion  in  hheso  districts 
has  had  its  offset  on  tho  Urban.  District,  .During  tho  war-time P 
most  of  tho  pooplo  woro  working  in  Glascood  and  Pontrilas,  but 
on  cossation  of  tho  hostilities,  unemployment  is  again  becoming 
a problem  for  tho  district. 

Tho  Council  has  done  alD  in  its  power  and  is  still 
doing  everything  to  oncourago  and  bring  moro  now  Industries 
into  tho  town  whore  facilities  for  such  aro  amplo , and  I am 
glad  to  say  thoir  efforts  have  boon  rowarded  as  a largo  factory 
is  going  to  bo  built j and  ono  hopes  it  will  bring  employment 
to  many  residents. 

The  housing  problem  is  still  a very  serious 
matter  in  the  town,  but  tho  Council  is  energetically  prossing 
with  tho  plans  for  nroviding  more  now  homos,  but  tho  town  still 
noods  a groat  many  homos, 

Tho  exposed  position  of  the  area  has  tho  offoct 
of  making  dampness  in  homos  a serious  problom  and  this  dampnoss 
is  tho  cause  of  a considerable  number  of  casos  of  rhoumatism 
and  rospiratory  disoases,  A largo  percentage  of  tho  working  class 
dwellings  in  the  district  aro  badly  in  need  of  reconditioning  or 
repair  and  whilst  owners  of  the  proporty  referred  to  aro  being 
prevailed  upon  to  put  thoir  property  in  repair,  tho  bulk  of  tho 
work  will  havo  to  bo  left  until  a lator  porio^fwhon  materials 
and  man  power  will  bo  amplo .However,  In  tho  meantime,  every  effort 
is  being  made  by  our  Sanitary  Inspector  In  this  direction.

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area* 


(1)  WATER.  The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Reservoir  on  the  Llangattock  Mountain,  which  is  fed  from  the 
upland  gathering  grounds.  When  the  need  arises,  this  supply 
Is  augmented  by  pumping  a supply  of  water  into  the  Reservoir 
from  the  Clydach  Springs,  by  means  of  a Blacks tone  Engine 
which  pumps  12,000  gallons  per  hour.  However,  it  was  NOT 
necessary  to  resort  to  pumping  during  this  year. 

The  supp] y is,  therefore,  satisfactory  in  qua  ntity. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  after  sand  filtration 
a nd  is  of  a satisfactory  quality.  Frequent  samples  are  taken 
from  the  raw  water  reservoir,  storage  tanks  and  household 
supplies  and  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  of  the  Monmouthshire 
County  Council  for  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examination  • 
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Daring  .1.945 , 5 samples  of  drinking  water 
were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  ar.d  13  samples  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination*

With  reference  to  the  unsatisfactory  reports  of  the 
samples  taken  on  10,12.45.  investiga  tions  were  immediately  made, 
and  it  was  noted  that  prior  to  this  sampling,  the  water  had 
not  been  chlorinated  duo  to  the  fact  that  a supply  of  fChloros! 
was  not  available,  a supply  previously  ordered  having  been 
lost  in  transit*  As  a result  of  the  unsatisfactory  report,  ovory 
effort  was  made  to  obtain  an  immediate  delivery  of  ’Chloros* 
and  upon  further  samples  takon  on  1st  January,  1946,  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained.

Mr  Hogsn,  Public  Analyst  for  the  County  of 
Monmouth,  has  made  an  examination  of  samples  of  the  wator 
and  has  roportod;- 

nAs  a result  of  the  experiments  made  I am  of 
opinion  that  the  Brynmawr  water  as  supplied  to  householders 
exerts  an  appreciable  solvont  action  on  a fresh  surface  of 
load  during  the  first  24  hours,  this  feature  boing  common 
to  many  other  supplies.  The  load,  however,  bocomos  gradually 
covered  with  an  insolublo  coating  and  after  four  days  tho 
solvent  action  becomes  so  slight  as  to  bo  inappreciable”. 

Three  samples  were  also  submitted  to  the  County 
Health  Laboratory  at  Newport  and  tho  report  given  by 
Dr.  panes,  the  County  Bacteriologist  is  summarized,  as 
follows :~ 

’’These  throe  samplos  of  wator  all  have  a 
considerable  action  on  a freshly  polished  surface  of  load 
during  the  first  24  hours,  tho  action  docroasing  on  subsequent 
days  and  on  tho  fourth  day  boing  of  no  significance,  owing 
to  the  load  having  bccomo  covored  with  a protective  layer 
of  insoluble  materia]  T’c 

It  must  bo  stated  that  few  lead  services  are  in 
use  in  tho  aroa,  the  exception  boing  possiblo  use  of  load 
in  hot-water  systems  and  even  in  those  cases  it  Is- 
satisfactory  to  note  that  an  insoluble  coating  i3  formed 
on  such -lead  services.

It  will  be  noted  that  tho  percentage  of  dwolling  houses 
in  this  aroa  not  served  by  public  water  services  is  3,3$, 
whilo  tho  percentage  of  population  not  served  is  0*87$. 


Tho  dwellings  not  supplied  are  properties  widely  separated 
in  isolated  parts  of  the  Urban  Area,  and  situated  abovo  the 
level  of  tho  Reservoir,  Those  houses  and  farms  take  supplies 
from  mountain  springs  and  tho so  aro  periodically  inspected.

Every  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
ensure  the  production  of  as  clean  a supply  as  possible. 

28  visits  have  been  made  to  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  araa. 
Instructions  and  advice  where  necessary  have  been  given  to 
Producers  regarding  the  production  of  a clean  milk.  All  Dairies 
have  been  inspected  having  regard  to  general  cleanliness  and 
sterilization  of  utonsils.  Thoso  Dairymen  in  whose  premises 
hygienic  pro  cautions  were  not  being  observed  were  warned  and 
consequent  improvements  noted.  It  was  not  necessary  to  resort 
to  Legal  Proceedings. 

18  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for

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Meat  and  Other  Foods, 


The  Heathcote  Abattoir,  which  Tc  as  been  taken  over 
by  the  Minis  try  of  Food  serves  the  whole  of  the  meat 
supply  for  the  five  Urban  Districts  of  Abertillery, 
Abercarn,  Blaenavon,  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  and  Brynmawr, 
and  a large  proportion  of  our  Sanitary  Inspector's 
time  has  bo  be  devoted  to  Meat  Inspection  as  a 100% 
inspection  is  being  maintained.  During  the  year,  517 
visits  were  paid  to  the  abattoir  for  purposes  of  Meat 
Inspection  and  the  following  is  a table  showing  the

SECTION  F. 


Prevalence  of  and  Control  over 
Infectious  and  other  diseases. 


During  the  year  the  Public  Healtn  Department 
of  the  Urban  District  Authority  has  continued  arrangements 
for  the  immunisation  of  the  children*  Accordingly  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  attended  the  clinic  at  regular  intervals 
and,  with  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  School  Nurse 
(Nurse  King)  and  the  District  Nurse,  the  majority  of  the 
school  children  were  immunised.  There  still  remains  the 
problem  of  getting  hold  of  the  children  under  5.  Intensive 
propaganda  and  canvassing  is  still  being  carried  on,  with 
the  hope  that  mothers  will  co-operate  and  bring  their 
children  for  immunisation.  The  Public  Health  Department  of 
the  Local  Authority  is  doing  its  utmost  to  bring  homo  to 
the  mothers  the  urgency  of  having  their  infants  immunised 
against  diphtheria.  Many  personal  appeals  and  leaflets  were 
sent  to  the  public,  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  response 
to  our  appeal  has  been  most  encouraging. 

The  Council  Is  anxious  to  facilitate  every  possible 
moans  of  assist iing  the  public  of  Brynmawr  in  the  matter, 
and  I congratulate  the  Members  of  the  Council  on  their  keen 
interest  in  the  matter.
